labor, 


“All persons and organizations that 
can assist in this connection are being 
urged to do so. Persons in towns and 
cities having land at their disposal are 
asked to grow vegetables, thereby in- 
creasing the general store of food, anil 
releasing supplies for export. Several 
of the provinees are actively 
operating in the movement.”

TAKES ACTION ! 
FROM SICK BED’ 


Submarine Issue To Be Put 
Up Squarely to 
Germany 


(By. Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

WASHINGTON, March 9%.—Presi- 
dent Wilson from a sick bed today 
ordered the arming of American mer- 
chant ships against Germany's ruth- 
less submarine warfare, and at the 
same time issued a proclamation oall- 
ing an extra session of congress to 
meet April 16. The president's de- 
cision came suddenly late this after- 
noon 

Details of the government's armed 
neutrality plans for defending the 
merchant marine were withheld to 
avoid endangering Americans and 
their ships by permitting the informa- 
tion to reach Germany. The only 
statement at the White House and the 
navy department was that the presi- 
dent was determined to fully protect 
American rights, 

The decision, coming at the end of 
a period of tense waiting, was gener- 


ally hailed as the natural and an- 
avoidable next step in the policy 
adopted. by the president when he 


broke off. relations with Germany and 
gave warning that the United States 
could not tolerate attacks on Amert- 
can ships and citizens in violation of 
international law. 


Preparation Made. 

Long, before thé order wan given 
from the White House all necessary 
preparations for the arming of mer- 
chantmen had, been completed at the 
navy department, Ty Dantels, 
however, issued.an appeal to the press 
of the nation to refrain from Aisetes- 
ing these preparations, 

The president signed the proclama- 
tion calling the extra session of con- 
gress und authorized the publication 
of the explanatory statement with 
Secretary Tumulty standing at his 
bedside. A severe cold has kept him 
from. seeing callers for three days, 
and he Was put to bed by his physician 
yesterday. 

Hope to Remove Blockade, 

Armed neutrality is expected to re- 
move the practical blockade of Ameri- 
ean ports, and place the issue of even- 
thal war squarely upon Germany. An 
attack upon an armed American. ves- 
sel will precipitate a fight if the ship 
gets sight of the submarine and an 
unwarned attack will. be regarded by 
the United States as an act of war. 

Germany and Austria both have de- 
clared armed merchantmén war ves- 
sels, These declarations were based 
largely, hcwever, upon the charge that 
British merchaht ships used their 
armament offensively, and it remains 
to be seen whether Germany will so 
class and treat American craft with 
defensive arms. 

The effect of America's action on 
other neutral natio will be awaited 
with deep interest. “Vessels of those 
countries, too, haye. nm keeping to 
port through terror of the German 
menace,

PREPARE. PLANS 
FOR ADDITION 
FILTER PLANT 


Tenders For Work Are to be Ask- 
ed—Changes Are Much 
Needed 


Plans have been prepared of the 
filtration plant, and Assistant Superin- 
proposed addition to the city water 
tendent Fawns is asking the Commis- 
sioners that tenders for the work be 


obtained, Owing to’ the need of the 
work being done as quickly as pos- 
sible. 


. The extensions consist of four new 
steel tanks of approximately the same 
dimensions and general arrangement 
as the existing units. 

The four would each be of a filter- 
ing capacity of 500,00 gallons per 24 
hours, and would be placed alongside 
the existing tans, room being left to 
the north for possible extensions. 

They would be arranged to dis- 
charge the. q! ay effluent into the 
clear water Basin, thus obviating the 
necessity of a new basin, although this 
would be required next year. 

Assistant Supt. Fawns_ says that 
during the turbid season of the river, 
that lasts from April to September, the 
filter tanks are tested to their utmost 
capacity, the pumps often delivering 
at the rate of seven million gallons 
per 24 hours, while the capacity of the 
filters is only six million gallons, 

The present wooden tanks are show- 
ing signs of wear, and if they give out 
the plant will be «anable to deliver 
clean filtered water to the eity.

Men Go Through Several Opera- 
tions, But Still Laugh and 
Crack a Joke

The Edmonton public may well be 


proud of its Military Hospftal, or 
rather Sanitamum, and the part that 
the doctors, matron and staff are 
playing in the lives of the returned 
heroes. 

Whilst visiting the hospital on 
Wednesday, we were amazed at the 


bright and happy spirit chat pervates 
al! the wards. Men who have bee: 
through eight or nine operations can 
still laugh and joke, and deny that 
there is anything the matter with 
them, proving themselves heroes in- 
deed. The orderly who so kindly and 
cheerfully showed us through — the 
hospital, underwent his fifth opersa- 
tion Thursday morning, and is look- 
ing forward to avhat he calls a real 
operation—one which means about 
two hours on the operating table— 
within a few weeks. Another boy, 
who casually remarked that he was 
suffering from heart trouble, owing 
to having been buried a few times in 
the trenches, said this was the finest 
hospital so far; indeed, the soldiers, 
ene and all, speak very highly of 
their quarters, and compar them 
very favorably with other hospitals. 
One forty-niner, expecting to leave 
on the fifteenth, says he is fine, but 
expects it will take about two years 
before he completely regains hia 
health. He is suffering from nerye 
Six months in the hospital has bee. 
the fate of another brave fellow, who 
has had several attacks of pneumonia 
and two nose operations. He ex- 
pects to return home this month, but 


it will be a year qr more before he 
is strong again. 
Hesitating in the corridor, we 


heard someone cheerily whistling 

one of the wards, Peeping in, we 
saw a soldier lying in bed, one le, 
which had been broken, in. splints 
and the other foot with the — tors 
crushed.

The Censorship. 


Day by day, the toll of Canada’s 
dead and wounded at the battle 
front is growing. In the two 
years from January, 1915, to De- 
cember, 1916, Canadian casualties 
were over 70,000. Three out of 
four oceurred during 1916. There 
is every expectation that the losses 
of 1917 will exceed those of the 
two previous years. This is the 
price that Canada must pay for 
sharing in the civilized liberty of 
the world, A price demanded in 
order that the rights and liberties 
won by. former — generations, 
through like sacrifices, shall be 
preserved, so that our children 
may enjoy in ful) measure the 
liberty that our fathers left in our 
keeping, as trustees for mankind. 
We are fighting in the armies of 
Britain, those of us who are Bri- 
tish because we are British; but 
still more—and in this we are at 
one with our fellow-citizens who 
are not British—because Britain 
stands as the great example, ex- 
ponent, and champion of free 
civilization wherever her flag flies 
No nation ever shed its blood in a 
more righteous cause, or under 
more dire need, than Canada in 
this war. 

But the overwhelining great- 
ness, nor the pressing urgeney of 
the war, nor yet the patriotic 
pride of those who are represent- 
ed at the front, from the 
sense of loss, ween easualtics oc 
eur. Besides the heart-breaks that 
must follow the publication of 
every casualty list, is the loss in 
the material scheme of things to 
the family, the community and the 
nation. To use the word ‘‘easn- 
alty’’ is to speak softly of pain, 
of horrors, of death, of wrecked 
homes, of orphaned children, of 
life sentences to utter loneliness 
or poverty or both. 

We do not like te lose our men. 
It hurts all of us to see the daily 
lists of dead and maimed. We 
know we must accept it as part of 
the cost of war. But we would 
like to know that something was 
achieved by their sacrifice. Such 
knowledge would give heart and 
hope, at least to those not most 
directly affected, that the war was 
being won. Or if nothing was 
achieved — it “ani Attempt Nad been 
made on the impossible—we might 
still be proud to know that our 
men had died as heroes. Or if 
loss and failure have resulted 
from ill-considered or ill-econduet- 
ed offort—if our men or officers 
are not measuring up tothe stand- 
ard of efficiency which success in 
this war demands—it became 
urgently necessary that the facts 
should be known and known 
promptly so that a remedy may 
be applied. 

Canada is a democracy. The 
people rule, and must rule, In 
vrder that the people shall rule 
intelligently they must know the 
facts. The control of news from 
the battle front is necessarily and 
properly in the hands of the mili- 
tary authorities, It is the duty 
of these authorities to see that in- 
formation that will be of value 
and especialiy of military value, 
to the enemy shall not be dis- 
closed. For this purpose and for 
this purpose only, the censhorship 
is established and submitted to. 

The censorship is given unlimil- 
ed powers in the suppression of 
information—otherwise news. Its 
control begins at the battle front 
and extends to newspapers and 
post offices in the furthest domin- 
ions of the empire. The very fact 
that its power is so absolute and so 
far-reaching is a veason why it 
should be used with honesty, dis- 
eretion and consideration, That 
the censorship has been absolutely 
lacking in consideration, discre- 
tion or honesty has been so 
thoroughly established by the 
character of the news as it ap- 
pears from day to day that it has 
ceased to be matter for argument. 
The third year of the war is well 
advanéed, Already there is talk of 
a campaign of 19is. It is high 
time we had learned the trade of 
war for ourselves instead of 
copying the Germans, as we have 
copied them in so many things, 
and especially in the censorship, 
using it not to prevent informa- 
tion of value from reaching the 
enemy; not even to deceive the 
enemy; but to deceive and befool 
ourselves. 

The war must be won by senti- 
ment. If the soldier counted the 
cost he would never be a soldier. 
He volunteers for overseas service 
because he believes the sacrifice 
necessary, that duty calls him to 
make it, and that it will be of some 
avail in securing or assuring vie- 
tory. That belief is shared by his 
friends, relatives and dependents, 
or he would be urged by them to 
remain safely and comfortably at 
home. He is urged to go, because

they believe as he does. What- 
ever inspires devotion to duty, and 
the hope of rendering valuable 
service, is a help to win the war. 
And whatever discourages devo- 
tion to duty or shows that saeri- 
fice is withont avail helps to lose 
it. The overseas army is created 
out of the spirit of sacrifice and 
hope of suecess. That army ean 
only be maintained if the inspira- 
tion that created it is continued 
and increased by knowledge of; 
events as they occur, An ad- 
ininistration of the censorship that 
deliberately and systematically 
conceals, misftepresents or falsifies 
cannot inspire the devotion that 
leads to sacrifice. It ean only 
eréate doubt, hesitation and dis- 
content. It destroys public con- 
fidence in the honesty and single- 
mindedness of those in authority 
and tends to disintegration and 
defeat, not toounity and snecess. 

We have to fave the list of 
killed and wounded, which some- 
time must be published—or at 
least has not Ket been suppressed. 
It wight be some consolation to 
friénds, relatives end dependents 
to know wher and where and how 
the ¢asmalties had occurred. The 
idea that a statement of the facts 
‘would, or by any means could, be 
; information of value to the enemy 
is so absurd that no one but a 
eensor would fhinik of if—that. is 
assuming that information is 
really suppressed to prevent it 
from reaching the enemy. There 
is, unfortunatelyy only too much 
evidence available in proof of the 
fact that the suppression of legiti- 
mate information by the censor- 
ship is with the object of conceal 
ing from the public flagrant in- 
competence in the management 
and leadership of onr men. 

The facets in regard to the in 
efficiency of the Ross rifle have at 
last been made public—on the de- 
mand of the British government, 
We know that a large proportion 
of the casualties in the heavy fight- 
ing that took place up to Septem- 
ber, 1916, was because of the Ross 
rifle failing the men at the eritiecal 
moment. We know that if the 
facts had not been suppressed by 
the censorship the second and 
third divisions would not have 
been armed with the Ross rifle, 
wend a lares manor ion of the ter- 
rible losses from June 2nd to 
June 12th, 1916, would have been 
avoided, to say nothing of many 
other occasions. The lives of 
thousands of Canadian soldiers 
were sacrificed because we placed 


in their hands an _ inefficient 
weapon, after it was known to 
be inefficient. This would not 


haye been done had the facts not 
been concealed by the censorship. 

The most recent instance of con- 
cealment and misrepresentation of 
facts, in which heavy Canadian 
casualties were suffered, occurred 
on Thursday of last week. On 
Monday word came through that 
the Canadians had been in action 
and had suffered about 200 ecasu- 
alities. Then came a report that 
they had suffered 700 easualties, 
and still later the casualties were 
estimated at 1,000. No informa- 
tion came through as to what had 
occurred, or where it had oeecur- 
ved. On Wednesday morning the 
Montreal Gazette published a 
rigmaroll from Phillip Gibbs, an 
alleged war correspondent, pur- 
porting to give an account of what 
had taken plaee. Gibbs’ account 
was evidently censored, as it sup- 
pressed all essential details, and 
was given a tone that if it had 
been used by a cub reporter on a 
country weekly in deseribing a 
dog fight he would have been 
promptly fired as no good, The 
tone of the report is important, be- 
cause having been censored it 
represented not the facts, but what 
the censor wanted the Canadian 
people to think, It contained two 
ideas, first that the Canadian 
publie had no right to know what 
had occurred ; and second, that the 
incompetent leadership that had 
resulted in disaster must he pro- 
tected from publie condemnation 
by being kept from publie know- 
ledge. Four Canadian battalions 
that is an infantry brigade—had 
made what was intended to be a 
surprise attack upon the German 
lines, using gas. Apparently the 
Germans were fully prepared, the 
gas did not work as per schedule, 
and the attack failed with a loss 
of from 700 to 1,000 men out of 
four battalions. 


Not only was the fighting 
force of the British army re- 
dueed by the number of casu- 


alties, but the sacrifice was fruit- 
less because the attack failed, and 
it failed either because it should 
never have been made, or because 
it was inefficiently conducted, The 
people are entitled to know that 
their soldiers are efficiently led. If 
i there was an unavoidable reason 
for the losses we will submit to 
them as we have to the thousands

If we 
have not now efficiency in leader- 
ship it is because we have not 
selected our best men according to 
our opportunities and responsibili 
ties. And the censorship is chiefly 
responsible for that condition. The 
censorship that exists to protect 
inefficiency is the most valuable | 
ally of the Kaiser.

Also 
employees from other machine shops 
in the city dmitted as membe 
Lodge No. 8 1s S€en a good many 
men come and go during its period of 
existence ff the city, but about a 
dozen of the original members are still 
left and take an active interest in its 
affairs. The best known of these is 
Cc. A. MeKim, who has filled official 
positions in connectign with the lodge 
year after year, and has risen to a 
high position of regard in connection 
with railwaymen’'s interests in West- 
ern Canada, while he has also held 
the position of president of the loral 
Trades and Labor Council. Then 
there is W. Hawker, another well- 
known railway man, who has also 
done much work of.an official nature 
in organizing in “the Wést. F. J. 
Findley, the present president of the 
Trades and Labor Council, is another 
original member. This year the pres- 
ident of Lodge 817 is Andrew Dayid- 
son, and J. H. DesRosiers is recording 
secretury. It is interesting to note as 
showing how well the relations be- 
tween the employees and the company 
have been maintained, that there has 
never been a strike ir the history of 
Edmontu: lodge ,although there was 
a strike the year before the road ar- 
rived at the city. 


HE Union works under a yearly 

agreement with the company, 

termination or any alteration of 
which has to be given 30 days before 
the first of May in each year. Then a 
conference of representatives of the 
company and the men meet at Win- 
nipeg and points in dispute are dis- 
cussed and an arrangement arrived 
at.

Cerstood that some alterations are to 
come into force this year. There is 
also a Boilermakers’ Local in the city 
The C.P.R. employees are connected 
with 4 lodge at Calgary.

J. W. Leedy, Liberal candidate for 
the St. Anne constituency in the local

At that time St. Albert 
was the nearest railroad point, 120 
miles distant, and the roads in sum- 
mer were unspeakable That was at 
a time of rapid expansion; settlement 
was pressing in all directions, and 
distance from the railway Was looked 
upon as only a temporary inconyen- 
jence. The main thing was to get a 
wood location, The railway wonld 
follow in due course. Survey for the 
C.N.R. Peace River branch was made 
In 1910 by way of Whitecourt, and 
construction began from Onoway in 
1911. Grading was completed = to 
Whitecourt in 19138, Steel Was laid to 
the Pembina at Sangudo in 1914, 65 
miles from Edmonton, but no. steel 
has been laid since. Naturally the set- 
tlers beyond the Pembina to White- 
court are deeply disappointed, and 
the development of the country has 
been seriously retarded. As one of 
the pioneers of the district, Mr, Leedy 
has shared in all the experiences of 
prairie life, and is therefore in close 
touch and sympathy with the views 
and aspirations of his neighbors 
throughout the constituency. Until 
nominated at the Liberal convention 
held at Onoway in November, 1916, 
he had not taken part in public affairs 
beyond acting as school trustee at 
Whitecourt for one term. 

A Man With a Message 

Mr. Leedy is a man with a message. 
He became convinced that under cir- 
cumstances such as set in after the 
collapse of the boom in 1912, and 
were accentuated on the outbreak of 
the war in 1914, the message had 
value, and would ke listene to with 
interest by the people, wa close 
parallel between the ul condi- 
tions now prevailing in the Canadjan 
West and those prevailing in the State 
of Kansas in the early 90's. In each 
case a boom had been followed by a 
collapse. The boom in each case had 
been built on lavish borrowing and 
unproductive spending. The only way 
ont in the case of Kansas was inerense 
ot profitable production; and produc- 
tion could only be increased by fur- 
ther, but judicious and. productive, 
expenditure. With tndividual and 
municipal credit at its lowest ebb 
there seemed to be no possibility of 
securing the money necessary to in- 
erease production. The nati6nal 
banks, operating under federal char- 
ter, which controlled the, so to speak, 
liquid wealth of the State, were limit- 
ed in their operations to facilitate 
trade or manufactures, and did not 
include agricultural credit to small 
farmers within their sphere of ac- 
tivity. The State banks operating un- 
der State charter were a negligible 
qauntity, oecupying very much the 
position of poor relations of the na- 
tional banks, picking up business in 
localities, and of a character that it 
was inconvenient for the national 
banks to handle After many years 
of effort and political turmoil the 
State banking law was put on a 
basis that enabled local savings to be

Speaks With Authority 

Mr. Leedy is entitled to speak with 
authority on the banking laws of 
Kansas, because he was a member of 
the State senate for four years, during 
which the fight for revision of the 
State banking law was fought to a 
successful finish. He was governor 
for the term of 1897-98, during which 
the new banking law was passed and 
put into effect. His election occurred 
and the revision was carried by a 
fusion, for that purpose, between the 
Populists, Democrats und a wing of 
the Republicans. How vastly im- 
portant the issue was considered may 
be judged by the fact that Mr. Leedy’s 
election was one of only four oceasions 
in its history as a State in which 
Kansas elected any other than a Re- 
publican governor. In 1884 Glick, a 
Democrat, was elected on the anti. 
prohibtion ticket. In 1892 Liewellyn 
was elected as a Populist. In 1897 
Leedy was elected as a Populist, and 
in 1912, owing to the Roosevelt-Taft 
split, Hodge was elected 2s a Demo- 
erat. In 1916 a Republican governor 
was elected by 163,000 majority. Once 
the purpose of the party fusion that 
elected Mr. Leedy had been achieved, 
it ceased to exist, and the State Went 
Hepublican again. 

Before entering public life In Kan- 
sas Mr. Leedy had been a Democrat. 
The Farmers’ Alliance, afterwards the 
Topulists, had been formed tO secure 
revision of the banking laws, state in- 
spection of grain, and to “bust” the 
school book trust. In 1892 he was of- 
fered the nomination to the State 
senute by the Farmers’ Alliance, ac- 
cepted, and was elected one term of 
four years. As already stated, he was 
elected governor by the Populists, 
Democrats and a Wing of the Repub- 
licans, He had the satisfaction of 
passing into law the three main points 
that the Farmers’ Alliance had con- 
tended for, regarding banking, grain 
inspection, and school books, These 
laws still stand in essential particulars, 
and have justified all expectations, 

Selected Gencral Punston 

Although it has no direct connec- 
tion with Mr. Leedy’s present candi- 
dature, it may be of interest to know 
that he was governor of Kansas when 
the Spanish-American war broke out. 
As governor of the State he was called 
npon by the President of the United 
States to raise three regiments for war 
* ce. The colonel of one of these 
regiments selected by Mr, Leedy was 
General Funston, who afterwards ren- 
dered distinguished service in the 
Phillipines and elsewhere, and whose 
death was recorded a few days ago. 
Ceneral Funston was @ find, as he had 
not received a military education, but 
he had had some experience in the 
field with the Cuban insurgents, 

Mr. Leedy wa born in Riehland 
eounty, Ohio, in 1849. He was engag- 
ed in farming in Kansas at the time 
of his election to the senate and goyve 
ernorship. In 1901, owing to ill health, 
he went to Valdez, Alaska, where he 
practised lav He was referee in 
bankruptcy for four years,
